them, and that the boat was lifted 
by the first. 

4— No opinion of the condition of 
the wreck can be formed. 

5— That a mine was exploded 
under the ship on the port side. 

6— No blame can be attached to 
those on board. 

7— The explosion of the Maine 
caused the explosion of the maga¬ 
zines. 

8^-Cannot find evidence to fix 
responsibility. 

—These reports briefly stated are 
that the loss of the Maine was 
due to an explosion from the out¬ 
side, the court being unable to fix 
the responsibility of the explosion. 
The court does not express an opin¬ 
ion as to the character of the ex¬ 
plosion, but the testimony goes to 
show that it was a powerful sub¬ 
marine mine, the exact character 
of which is not determined by the 
testimony, though the belief Is ex¬ 
pressed that it was a floating sub¬ 
marine mine. 

—The Spanish government has 
cabled officially to Washington 
that the Spanish naval commission 
holds the disaster to the Maine to 
be of internal origin. 

—Instead of stopping the flotilla, 
now on the way to Porto Rico, the 
Spanish tendency se6ms to be to¬ 
ward reinforcing it with other 
vessels. 

—Saturday night it was persist¬ 
ently stated in Havana, on alleged 


good authority, that the palace 
officials here in Havana had're¬ 
ceived a cipher dispatch from Ma¬ 
drid, which in effect says: “Pre¬ 
pare for war.” 

—The Monitor Montauk, has been 
ordered to Portland, Me., to, be 
manned by a Maine crew and 
used, as a Maine coast; defence. 
The Montauk is one of the famous 
old fighters of the late war, and 
was first commanded by John L. 
Worden, who commanded in the 
famous battle with the Merrimao. 

—It is known in high official cir¬ 
cles that many of the people high¬ 
est in authority in Spain, including 
members of the ministry, are ex¬ 
tremely weary of the conflict in 
Cuba and would willingly accede 
to any reasonable terms for settle¬ 
ment of the whole question by 
granting to Cuba her independence 
on an indemnity basis. 

NO SYMPATHY WITH SPAIN. 

Berlin, Mar. 27.—The Rome cor¬ 
respondent of the Berliner Tage- 
blatt telegraphs: “The Marquis 
ViscountVenosta, the Italian for¬ 
eign minister says the Cuban sit¬ 
uation has grown worse, but that 
outside of Austria which morally 
supports Spain for dynastic real 
sons, no European power is Inclined 
to show practical sympathy for 
Spain.” 

“Riecotti Garibaldi says that if 
the United States will defray their 
expenses he will engage to send 
40,000 Garibaldians to Cuba.” 

—President McKinley, iu his 
message after reviewing the cir¬ 
cumstances in connection with the 
Maine disaster, closes with: “I 
have directed that the finding of the 
court of inquiry and the views bf 
this government be communicated 
to the government of Her majesty* 
the Queen Regeut, and I do not per¬ 
mit myself to doubt that the sense; 
of justice of the Spanish nation 
will dictate a course of action sug¬ 
gested by honor and the friendly- 
relations of the two governments.. 

“It will be the duty of the execu¬ 
tive to advise Congress of the 
report, and in the meantime delib¬ 
erate consideration is invoked.” 

—Orders were issued last Friday 
by the Navy Department, to have 
all the warships painted black, a 
color better adapted to hostilities 
inasmuch as the vessels will not 
afford as good a target. 

— Report to-day is to the effect 
that the war party in Congress are 
getting desperate, and are liable to 
take the reins in their own hands^ 
and hurl this country into war. 
Resolutions have been presented by 
many of the senators, including' 
Mr. Frye, strongly in favor of 
speedy action. It-is further stated 
that the President has made a per¬ 
emptory demand upon Spain that 
war must cease, and that despite 
the fact that the press is talking 
to the contrary, Spain appears to 
be yielding. e
